The Fire Fiend in America. 


At a time like (his it is hard to avoid suspicion in connection 


with such fires as recently occurred in Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
Kansas City. The first, in Brooklyn, wiped out three large 
elevators filled with wheat, and a few days later the great stock 
yards at Kansas City were swept by flames causing a loss esli- 


• 
mated at S?50,000. Eleven thousand cattle and 3,300 hogs 
were destroyed in addition lo a large part of the buildings and 
yards. 


'Such fires as these would be a serious matter at any time, 


and they are doubly so at a time when food is needed as it is 
needed now, and when such efforts in the interest of food con- 
servation are bein°- put forth from one end of Ihe country to 
the other. 


All are aware that there are in this country enemies of the 


government who would not hesitate to cause such fires if they 
thought they could sfaely do so. But this does not necessarily 
imply that either of these destructive fires was of incendiary 
origin. • Vet known facts warrant (he most thorough investi- 
gation, and that this will be made goes without saying. 


Unfortunately there are altogether too many fires in this 


country aside from those caused by incendiaries. 
We have 


too many careless smokers, loo many careless hunters and too 
many careless people of all descriptions. 
The heedless drop- 


ping of cigar and cigarette stubs and burning parts of matches 
causes losses every year running into the millions—in cities 
iivvillages, on farms and in the woods. The United States is 


;nolorious for having more destructive fires every year than 
any oilier civilized nation on the globe. 
This is due to the 


fact that many of our buildings are mere "fire traps," that \\ 
are exceedingly careless in guarding against fire and that \v 
are laboring under the false impression that so long as the i 
siirance companies settle promptly (('doesn't make much di 
ference how many fires we have. 


Only recently "Fire Prevention Day" was observed in man 


parts of the country. This is an annual observance and a 
right in its way, but the prevention of fire should not be coi 
fined to one clay of the year. The necessity for it should b 
remembered on every pne of the three hundred and sixty-five 


No pains should be spared to ascertain the origin of (he lw 


disastrous fires in question. If they were set by alien enemie 
that is one thing; but, whether they were or not, somebody i 
to blame. 
There was either crime or criminal carelessness 


and there should be better safeguarding against both. 
In the 


niatter of fire prevention (his country needs a mighty bracing 
up, 
Neither in peace nor in war can it afford every year to 


send up in smoke millions of dollars' worth of property ac 
companied in too many instances with the loss of lives. 


There is room for and urgent need of reform in this field 


and it is high time that (his important fact should be facec 
and acted upon.
